London, June 6 —Great Britain today is mourn- 


ing the loss of her most noted military chieftain, Field 
Marshal Earl Kitchener, head of the British war of- 
fice. Earl Kitchener, with members of his staff, were 


on board the British cruiser Hampshire, sunk last 
night off the Orkney Islands and it seems certain that 
he, with all others on board, have been lost. 


Admiral Jellicoe, commander of the British grand fleet, report- 


ing on the sinking' of the Hampshire, says she was sent to the bot- 


tom, "either by a mine or a torpedo." 


Only some bodies and a capsized boat had been found, the ad- 


miral's despatch announced.

and 250 injured today as the result of a series of tornadoes that swept 
through ten or more counties of Arkansas yesterday. All means of communi- 
cation were cut off or crippled and early today details of the tragedy were far 
from complete. It was feared the list of dead and injured would be greatly in- 
creased with later reports.
